It alleges thdt in June, 1918; the 
Southérn Exr~--- gompahy. entered 
into a conspiracy’ with the American 
Railway Express company to turn 
over all its assets and accept in lieu 
thereof the equivalent of the value 
of the assets in stéck of the Ameri- 
can Railway Express company. 

The petition requests that the re- 
ceiver be appointed on two. counta. 
The first charges that the offices 
and officials of the Southern Express 
company. have been removed from 
thie “etate; and there ts.-no-ane- to. 
serve in suits for damages Gf re- 
covering loss in transit. of ‘articles 
shipped by the express-conipany. 

The second charges that th@ trans- 
fer of assets to the American Rail- 
way Express company was a fraud- 
ulent transaction, and was carried 
out for the purpose of: escaping 
creditors. , 

The petition alleges that the Vic- 
tor-Monaghan mills ‘is.a:cteditor of 
the Southern Express mpany and 
prays that the receiver be per- 
mitted to take over the franchise of 
the express company, which was 
extended in 1910, and offer same for 
sale. The petition further prays 
that the receiver be permitted to in- 
vestigate the books of ‘the Bouthers 
Express company and determine 
who received the stock from the 
American Railway Express compuny 
in lieu of transferved assets in order 
that suits may be filed against them.

Reed, of Missouri, in his first pub- 
lic speech since he was barred from 
the democratic convention and now 
offered by the Hearst press, as & 
good man to lead a third party, in- 
timated Thursday night he would 
bolt the democrats if they support 
the Wilson league of nations. 

Discussing the league 
gathering of freedom for Ireland 
sympathizers, Reed id, on the 
subject of the president’s covenant: 
“tT decline to be a party to what 
I regard as a treacherous and trea- 
sonable endariahing.. 

He then launched into an exco- 
riation of those who have adyo- 
cated the league. 2 

“All my life,” he said, “I have 
followed the banner of democracy. 
The great principles of the party 
rave appealed to every sentiment 
of my heart. I still hope its tem- 
porary deaders may be prevented 
from working its destruction. But 
I will no more haul down the Amer- 


ident, than at the command of 
kings. I decilne to surrender with 
the pen what Washington gained by 
the sword.”

‘Bill Introduced in Senate Re- 
quiring Licenses for Air- 
planes and Pilots. 


Passage by a 29-to-13 vote of the 
bill introduced by Senator Allen, of 
the 35th, last summer, making it a 
misdemeanor for a man to wilfully 


desert his wife and leave her desti- 
tute. or to fail to provide ‘for her 
support, featured the Thursday's 
session of the senate. An amend- 
ment introduced by Senator Smith, 
of the seventh. was carried and 
makes the bill apply in cases where 
the desertion occurs on the part of 
the wife as well as the man.” 

Quite a lengthy discussion was 
precipitated’ upon passage of the 
measure. An objection was raised 
over the possibility of obtaining a 
conviction upon the lone testimony 
of the wife, and an amendment was 
passed calling for some testimony 
besides that of ‘the wife before a 
conviction may be given. The meas- 
ure was backed by the Associated 
Charities. 

Senator Allen spoke in favor of 
his measure, stating that it would 
do much towards tessening the 
laftge number of cases of desertion 
which now make numerous appeals 
for aid to the various charitable or- 
ganizations. 

Senator Fred Kea, of the 16th, 
made a long attack on the bill, de- 
claring it to bé\exceedingly unjust. 

The bill .by. Senator Dorris, of the 
48th, putting further limitations on 
the issuance of marriage, licenses, 
which came up for passage Wednes- 
day and carried over gntil Thursday 
as unfinished business. was passed 
by a 26-to-12 count. The measure 
requires applications for marriage 
licenses to be posted at the court- 
house five days before the license 
is issued, and requires theJicense 
to be issued in a county in ‘which 
one of the applicants resides. The 
measure is intended to put an end 
to elopements and hasty marriages, 
and, as Senator Allen stated, rem- 
edy the congestion which is now 
sai pe in all ofthe divorce 
courts of the state.

| HEALTH TALKS | 


By WILLIAM BRADY, M. D, 
TEETH, TONSILS AND HEART—l. 
GERMS HA AFFINITIES. 
Why do certain individuals suffer 
the lifelong handicap of valvular 
heart disease? And why do most of 


these subjects of valvular heart dis- 
ease maintain fairly good health 
and efficiency throughout a long 
ife and eventually succumb to some 
disease in no way. related to the 
valvular or heart lesion? 

The reason for the valvular dis- 
ease in the beginning is, probabiy 
in more than two-thirds of the 
cases, neglected decayed teeth. 

Decayed teeth, particularly the 
back teeth, are one of the common, 
if not the most common cause of in- 
fected tonsils. The molar teeth are 
practically in contact with the ton- 
sils when the mouth is closed. The 
tonsils are physiviogically a germ 
filter equipment. It is easy fog the 
germs which produce decay of the 
teeth to be conveyed—mind, I do 
not say the germs travel of their 
own effort; germs never travel, 
they must be carried by something 
or someone—from the cavity in a 
back tooth or from the; infected 
fum around the back teeth to the 
tonsil surface. Once placed upon 
the surface of even healthy tonsils, 
the germs may then be conveyed 
into the openings or crypts of the 
tonsils, lodge in pockets there, un- 
dergo multiplication, and finally 
overcome the tonsil resistance and 
gain entrance to the lymph spaces 
or vessels surrounding the tonsils 
If germs of the pus-producing type 
reach this situation, an abscess near 
or around the tonsil (peritonsillar 
abscess, commonly called quinsy) is 
one of the possible features. But 
most victims of tooth-to-tonsil-to- 
heart infection do not have frank 
attacks of quinsy, and a few even 
deny having suffered. attacks of 
tonsilitis or acute sore throat, nvi- 
withstanding the scars of these illi- 
nesses the surgeon finds present in 
their tonsils. 


For the germs to be conveyed into 
the blood stream from the lymph 


channels is a matter of time and 
chance. In the blood stream, as in 
the lymph spaces, of course tne dis- 
ease-producing germs are destroyed 
by the billions, so long as the in- 
dividual retains even moderate 
health. But what with our fond- 
ness for foul air, for overeating, for 
the lazy life, for congregating in 
crowded places, for tobacco, and for 
various other injurious things, it is 
no wonder that health becomes im- 
paired and resistance diminished, go 
that one day enough of the germs 
survive to float down the biood 
tream to the heart. Here they are 
shed up against the heart lining 
nd they cling there because they 
lave acquired an affinity for the 
hag of cellg (endothelia) whica line 
e heart. Germs acquire various 
affinities in the human body. This 
endothelial cell affinity. is acquired 
in the lymph spaces, and it accounts 
for the frequency of or tendency to- 
ward attacks of so-called infiam- 
matory rheumatism (acute multiple 
joint inflammation with fever) as a 
complication of or sequel to tonsil 
mation or quinsy. If a col- 
ony of the germs be swept ashore 
upon a heart vaive (covered with 
the same endothelial cell membrane 
as that which lines the heart and 
po ea vepaete. : mer , eeu) — :

PROPOSED PACT PLANK

Washington, July 1.—The league 
of nations plank adopted by the 


{resolutions committee of the demo- 


cratic national convention is not 
can be stated on reliable authority. 

The language of the Virginia 
platferm on this subject, which 
President Wilson approved and ask- 
ed the party to adopt, was amended 
on the insistence of Senator Walsh. 
After the plank declared for rati- 
fication of the treaty and league 
covenant, “without reservations 
which would impair its essential in- 
tegrity,” as the president wanted, 
Walsh succeeded in having added 
the statement that “we do not op- 
pose resegvations which would make 
it clearer and more specific.” 

While administration spokesmen 
at the convention opposed Walsh, 
it was indicated here that the pres- 
ident in all likelihood would find 
no objection to the addition. 

The president, it was pointed out. 
has not opposed “interpretative res- 
ervations,” which the language of 
the Walsh amendmenti\would permit. 
The chief thing in which the presi- 
dent has bee interested is in 
maintaining the league covenant 
without changes which he consid- 
ered mutilated it—like the Lodge 
reservations. He has stated on nu- 
merous occasions that any reserva- 
tions which wuold set forth what 
Amerca understands her obligations 
to be would not be repugnant. 

League His Main Interest. 

The president is of course inter- 
ested in the league above every- 
thing else, and the major part of 
administration political activity has 
been expended in this direction. The 
amended league plank, it was in- 
dicated, would be considered by the 
president as putting the question 
before the country in a satisfactory 
manner. 

The president has declined to 
make any public utterance since 
the convention went into session, 
remaining studiously silent on is- 
Sues and candidates. Except for 
relatives and a few members of the 
e rbinet, and of course Secretary 
Tumulty and Wr. Grayson, the presi- 
dent has maintained his customary 
isolation. 

He follows with keenest interest 
the convention deliberations, read- 
ing Press Association report page 
by page rather than waiting for 
the -newspapers. In the morning 
before the convention gets under 
wav he looks over the metropolitan 
dailies. - 


Espionage on the Mail 
Of Breckenridge Long 
Denied by Washington 


Washington, July 1.—Formal de- 
nials were made today by the state 
and war departments of the state- 
ment of Professor Stanley I. Rypins, 
of the University of Minnesota, sev- 
eral days ago before the Cook coun- 
ty, Lllinois, convention of the com- 
mittee of 48, that he, while serving 
in the military intelligence division 
during the war, had opened the mail 
of Breckenridge Long, third assist- 
ant secretary of state. Rypins de- 
clared hé was ordered to open Mr. 
Long’s mail “because he happened 
to be in correspondence with a con- 
scientious objector-’ 

“The military intelligence divi- 
sion did not open the mail of Mr. 
Long or any other person,” said 
the war department's statement. 
“Professor Rypins has never been 
connected in any capacity’ with the 
military intelligence division. Dur- 
ing the war he served for a few 
months as an enlisted man in the 
sixth division, Camp Wadsworth, S. 
O., during a part of which time he 
was detailed for duty in the office 
of the divisional intelligence offi- 
cer. There is no record of Profes- 
sor Rypins’ having had any connec- 
tion with the postal censorship, the 
only agents of the Foyeament au- 
thorized to open mail.” 

The state department said it knew 
of no reason for any such state- 
ment as made by Rypins and had 
received “the unqualified, assurance 
of the war department that it has 
no basis in fact.” 


Chicago, July 1.—Professor Stan- 
ley L. Rypins, of the committee of 
forty-eight, today repeated his as- 
sertion that as a member of the 
military intelligence service he had 
opened mail of a state official, de- 
spite denials of state and war de- 
partments, 

“But I never did say that offi- 
cial was Breckenridge Long,” Ry- 
pins asserted. “I said it was the 
third assistant secretary of war, 
who at that time was another man.”

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TAX ON “INVISIBLE” 
~ PROPERTY PLANNED 


Will Enable State to Meet 
All Claims Without Rais- 
_ ing Rate, It Is Claimed. 


Practically the entire session of 
the lower house was’ taken up 
Thursday by the debate on a bill in- 
troduced by Representative Cole of 
Coweta at the last session of the 
legislature. This bill provides that 


‘all promissory notes and other evi- 


dences of debt, or “invisible” prop- 
erty, shall be registered with tax 
receivers for taxation, and that 
such instruments’ shall bear the 


stamp of the tax official in order 


to?be enforceable in a court of law. 

It ig also provided in the bill that 
anyone fraudulently affixing the 
name of a tax receiver to a note or 
other paper bearing an evidence of 
debt shall be guilty of a_ felony. 
There were several amendments, 
however, one of which, introduced 
by Representative Wohlwender, of 
Muscogee, reduces the above pen- 
alty to a misdemeanor. No action 
was taken, however, this bill going 
over to this morning. 

The house adjourned Wednesday 
afternoon with Representative Cole 
on the floor speaking for his meas- 
ure, and he was allowed to con- 
tinue his address Thursday morn- 
ing. He spoke for some time in 
support of the measure, receiving 
the support of Representatives Ar- 
nold of Clay, Wohlwender of Mus- 
cogee, and Lasseter of Dooly. 

“Invisible” Property. 


Each of the members § favoring 
the measure laid stress upon the 
value of the bill as a means of 
forcing out into the open many 
thousands of dollars worth of “in- 
visible” and “intangible” property 
for taxation upon which they 
claimed the -state now receives 
nothing at all. It was also claimed 
that by this means the wrgent 
needs of the state for funds: could 
be supplied without raising the 
rate of 5 mills. 

Representative Hollis, of Musco- 
zee, who opposed the bill, and who 
was supported in his fight by Rep- 
resentative Lindsay, of DeKalb, 
said ¢zhat the effect of the bill, if 
passéd, would be industrial stagna- 
tion and the bankrupting of busi- 
ness. He declared that it would be 
cause all banks to call loans just 
prior to the first of January, which 
would be disastrous to business. 
Both said that the bill would also 
serve to run much foreign capital 
out of the state, and that it would 
work other hardships upon the 
finance and commerce of the com- 
monwealth. ; 

Before’ adjournment, Representa-

A> bill -which, if adopted, will 
take much of the kick out of 
mountain corn and greatly restrict 
the floodtide of moonshine that is 
said to be freely flowing from the 
mountains of north Georgia, was 
introduced in the house Thursday 
by Representative Barnes, of Bibb. 

This measure is directed at the 
wildcat distiller who uses potash 
to put power in his. product, and the 
rectifier who would substitute wood 
alcohol for the good old kind. It 
is framed in such a manner as to 
strike terror into the hearts of the 
maker, the blockade runner and the 
illicit dealer in beverages that con- 
tain such poisons as named above. 

Not only will it be a —— to 
manufacture whisky with the above 
ingredients or other poisons, but it 
will be equally as dangerous from 
a penal standpoint to transport or 
sell such a beverage. 

And should any victim of such 
poisoned liquor become maimed, 
lose his or her eyesight or become 
insane from indulging in whisky 
poisoned with concentrated lye or 
wood alcohol, the maker, mover, 
and seller of ‘such beverage will 
pe subject to prosecution for a fel- 
ony, the penalty of which is life 
imprisonment, 

In the case of a death resulting 
from whisky poisoned with potash, 
wood alcohol or other poisons, 
which, if taken separately, would 
cause death, those who made, trans- 
ported and sold the concoction 
would be face to face with a charge 
of murder. : .

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OF HONOR TO 2 MARINES 


For Extraordinary Heroism 
in Killing Haitian Chief and 
Routing Followers. 


BY HUDSON HAWLEY, 
United News Staff Correspondent. 

Washington, July 1.—For 
traordinary heroism in killing a 
Haitian bandit chief. and routing 
his followers under circumstances 
that recall Funston’s capture of 
Aguinaldo, a marine Meutenant and 
corporal were decorated here today 
with the congressional medal of 
honor, the highest badge of brave 
ery within the power of the presi- 
dent to bestow. The reciplents were 
Second Lieutenant Herman H. Han- 
neken and Corporal William R. But- 
ton. 

The exploit for which the medals 
are awarded took place on the night 
of October 31-November 1, 1 
near Grande Riviere, Haiti. Acting 
on information that Charlemagne 
Peralte, bandit chief, accompanied 
by 1,200 outlaw followers, was about 
to plllage Grande Riviere, Lieuten- 
ant Hanneken, then a sergeant, and 
Corporal Button led twenty of the 
Haitian gendarmerie who were un- 
der their orders, in an attempt toe 
capture Charlemagne. 

After -three hours’ difficult moun- 
tain climbing through a _ country 
overrun with bandits, the first out- 
post was successfully passed as 
were the four succeeding ones. The 
sixth outpost was the immediate 
guard over Charlemagne, about 30 
paces from the bandit chief. Here 
Hanneken, armed with two revolv- 
ers, and Button, armed with a light 
Browning machine gun, were sude- 
denly halted by two bandits armeé 


with rifles. 

Hanneken opened fire upon 
Charlemagne, while Button turned 
his machine gun upon the remain- 
ing bandits. The surprise attack 
was a complete success, and the 
dead body of Charlemagne and nine 
of hig peny guar’ were found in 
the camp. their way back to 
Grande Riviere, Hanneken and But- 
ton had to go through the fire of 
the bandits, and encountered and 
dispersed several of the outlaws’ 
patrols before their mission was ac- 
complished.

GREEKS OUTFLANKED 
BY TURKISH FORCES 


Constantinople, July. 1.—(By. the 
Associated Press.)—There is great 
eXultation,among the Turks in Con- 
stantinople because of the alleged 
victory of the nationalists over the 
Greeks in the vicinity of Pergania, 
where Mustapha Kemel Pashas 
forces are reported to have  out- 
flanked the Greeks and to be mov- 
ing northwards toward Pand-rma 
(60 miles southwest of Constantino- 
ple), taking several thousand pris- 
eners. , 

There has been no official ‘Greek 
communique for two days, and the 
Turkish papers are not permitted 
to print news unfavorable cto the 
Greeks, but the Turks generally 
credit the reports of Mustapha 
Kemel’s success. 

The sultan’ has communicated 
with the heir apparent, who, in 


turn, has conferred with the cublime 


porte, asking that protest be lodged 
with the entent against suppression 
of news favorable to Turkey. The 
director of the allied censorship has 
replied that the nationalists have 
no direct communication with Con- 
Stantinople, and that therefore re- 
ports reaching the city are unre- 
liable. 

The alleged nationalist vietory 
has been widely heralded through 
posters at Brusga and other Anato- 
lian cities, where the assertion is 
made that the Greek casualties at 
Pergama numbered 10,000. These 
figures are regarded in Constanti- 


silence is creating the impression 
that the initial Greek success has 
been checked. ‘ 

The nationalists frankly admit 
that they were surprised by the 
Greek advance before final action 
on the treaty... The-Greek battle- 
ship Kilkis, formerly the Missis- 
sippi. and all Greek merchant ships 
at Constantinople have sailed to- 
w the Dardanelles. The Greeks 
are recruiting men of all-national- 
ities, including Turks in Constanti- 
nople. Many Armenians are also 
enlisting.

READJUSTMENT 
IN ALL BUSINESS, 
SAYS BOARD REPORT 


Washingto® July 1.—Business is 
passing through & period of read- 
justment and, in many instances, of 
depression, the federal reserve board 
declared tonight in its June review 
of general business and financial 
conditions of the country. 

“There is, however, every indica- 
tion that this transition period will 
not last‘long—indeed, that the turn 
toward new conditions has already 
been taken,” 
Summary of reports of its agents, 
who, taking the country as a whole, 
found considerable variation in 
business conditions. 

Reduction in retail prices, Degun 
in May, became universal during 
June, it was said In explanation of 
the continued large volume of re- 
tail trade. The price-cutting move- 
ment, the board said, had been aided 
by the refusal of the piblic to pay 
high prices. Exeept for clothing 
and shoes, all essential commodities, 
including foodstuffs, show little in- 
dication of reduction, but luxuriés 
and non-esseintials in .many lines 
have been “distinctly cut.” — 

“Quite generally’ there fs a ten- 
dency to settle down to a readjust- 
ment basis and to proceed with busi- 
ness upOn a new leve lof prices and 
demand,” the board asserted. “Con- 
trol of credit and discrimination be- 
tween non-essential and speculative 
borrowing are producing some re- 
sults, although these are reported as 
developing themselves slowly and 
gradually. The present price situa- 
tion is wnsettled. and is being close- 
ly watched. While some price re- 
porting agencies: show a reduction. 
others show increases.”

New York Paper 
Places Cotton 
Condition at 71.5 


New York, July 1.—From reports 
of neariy 1,300 special eorrespond- 
pents of The New York Journal ot 
Commerce, received on an average 
date of June 25, it appears that tne 
percentage condition of cotton during 
the month of June has gained 3.5 per 
cent, and is ‘now estimated at 141.5 
per cent. While this figure is still 
tar below the ten-year average of 
79.1 per cent, it compares very fa- 
vorably with last month's condition 
report of 68.0 per cent, and.is even 
Slightly better than a year ago, 
when it stood at 71.4 per cent. 

In 1918 the per cent condition was 
83.1 per cent, but the year before 
that it was reported at 71.1 per cent. 
The above returns are the more en- 
couraging since they follow’ upon 
two exceeedingly unfavorable reports 
earlier in the year, when the exces- 
sive rains and unseasonably low 
temperature of April and May had 
resulted in not only a sharp reac 
tion in acreage, but also in bringing 
down percentage conditions to the 
lowest level in thirteen years. 

The estimated yield in bales for 


vthis year, according to the goyern- 


ment’s method of calculation, will 
be 11,745,300 bales. This contrasts 
with an actual production of 11,- 
329,755 bales-in 1919, 12,040,532 the 
year previous and 16,134,930 in the 
banner year of 1914. 

The most pronounced gains have 
anaes place in Missouri, withsa 
ondition of 75.0, against 65.0 last 
month. Texas advanced 4.0 per cent 
to 72.5; Louisiana 3.5 per cent to 
75.5, and North Carolina 3.6 per 
cent to 73.9 per cent. Oklahoma 
indicated the highest per cent con- 
dition, namely, 76.1 per cent, though 
this is a gain of only 2.1 per cent 
from last month; Florida made the 
poorest showing of all, having fall- 
en to 56.0, a decline of more than 
16 per cent
